YES!  It  is  WARM  OUTSIDE!  Hello  Fellow  ILNA  Members- 


And  the  Rockets^  Red  Glare...  As  you  are  receiving  this  issue  of  the  ILNA 
Coin  Digest,  Independence  Day  should  be  right  at  the  front  of  our  thoughts. 
At  this  time  235  years  ago,  many  American  lives  had  already  been  lost  in 
skirmishes  with  British  troops.  Common  Sense,  Thomas  Paine's  case  for 
independence  from  King  George  III  and  the  injustices  of  British  rule,  was 
the  best-selling  American  book  of  its  time.  Although  independence  was 
the  predominant  issue  of  the  day,  some  colonists  desired  not  just  to  avoid 
further  bloodshed,  but  even  to  remain  under  British  rule.  The  King's  response 
to  the  First  Continental  Congress  of  1775  was  to  declare  their  leadership 
a rebellion.  He  sought  an  end  before  it  gained  greater  traction  by  hiring 
1 2,000  Hessian  mercenaries.  At  that  point,  the  Second  Continental  Congress 
convening  in  1 776-  fifty  six  delegates  from  twelve  of  the  thirteen  colonies- 
had  little  choice  but  to  prepare  for  the  worst.  It  can  be  argued  that  Thomas 
Jefferson's  drafting  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was  the  last  formality 
in  an  unstoppable  chain  of  events.  Revolution  had  already  begun.  Five  years 
of  bitter  uncertainty  would  follow-  a time  that  called  on  all  Americans  to 
be  sacrificially  involved  for  the  protection  of  all  they  had  labored  for. 

As  coin  collectors,  many  of  us  are  drawn  by  our  interest  in  history.  If  you 
haven't  looked  into  the  events  that  unfolded  the  founding  of  our  great  nation, 

I would  encourage  you  to  "dig-in."  The  feast  will  be  well  worth  your  time. 

Speaking  of  time,  I have  two  brief  issues  to  ponder.  In  our  last  issue,  Carl 
Wolf  from  the  Chicago  Coin  Club  encouraged  ILNA  members  to  step  out 
as  Volunteer  Ambassadors  for  the  ANA  World's  Fair  of  Money  in  August. 
A special  thanks  to  all  that  have  volunteered.  In  case  you  have  not  yet 
contacted  Carl,  email  him  at  carlwolfco@msn.com  for  more  information. 

From  the  Winter,  2011  Coin  Digest,  author  and  accountant  Frank  Trichak 
contributed  an  outstanding  informational  article  on  the  effects  of  the  new 
Health  Care  Legislation,  tax  law  changes  and  1099  reporting  requirements. 
Following  up,  a House  of  Representatives  Bill  signed  into  law  by  President 
Obama  April  14th  should  clear  the  air  on  issues  related  to  1099's  and  the 
hobby  industry.  H.R.  4,  which  passed  the  House  in  March  and  the  Senate  April 
5th,  repeals  the  Health  Care  Reform  Act's  1099  tax  reporting  requirement. 
Surely  a sigh  of  relief  for  the  many  small  businesses  that  would  be  affected.

Early  Coins  of  America 

Crosby,  Sylvester  S.  - Early  Coins  of  America  and  the  Laws  Governing  Their  Issue. 
Also,  Descriptions  of  the  Washington  Pieces,  the  Anglo-American  Tokens, 
Many  Pieces  of  Unknown  Origin,  of  tlie  Seventeenth  and  Eighteenth  Centuries, 
and  the  First  Patterns  of  the  United  States  Mint. 

In  1873  the  New  England  Numismatic  and  Archaeological  Society 
assigned  a committee  of  six  to  publish  a work  on  early  American  coinage. 
However,  Crosby  soon  found  himself  Hone  in  this  pursuit.  He  issued  it 
in  twelve  parts  from  1873  thru  1875.  381  pages  long  including 
10  heliotype  plates,  2 folding  manuscript  plates  and  110  wood  engravings. 
Distribution  was  by  subscription  with  individual  parts  issued  as  published 
with  the  binding  of  the  completed  work  left  to  the  subscriber. 

This  work  was  described  by  Davis  as  "the  masterpiece  of  nineteenth  century 
numismatic  literature."  It  was  also  ranked  number  2 in  an  NBS  survey  of 
the  100  greatest  items  of  United  States  numismatic  literature. 

This  publication  was  reprinted  in  1945  by  Ruth  Green,  Chicago;  1965  by 
Token  and  Medal  Society,  Ann  Arbor,  MI;  1970  by  Burt  Franklin,  NYC; 
1974  & 1983  by  Quarterman  Publications,  Lawrence,  MA. 
and  in  1983  & 1990  by  Sanford  Durst,  Long  Island. 

As  well  as  Crosby's  personal  copy  of  tlie  original  edition, 
our  library  houses  several  of  the  reprints.

Rare  coin  consumer  protection  advocate  Scott  Travers,  author  of 
The  Coin  Collectors  Survival  Manual,  always  advises  to  "...buy  the 
book  before  the  coin."  He  addresses  this  specifically  to  ensure  that  a 
newly  minted  hobbyist  is  aware  of  how  basic  grading  techniques  and 
judgment  of  scarcity  are  necessary  to  find  values  in  the  numismatic 
marketplace.  Whether  a beginner  with  serious  intent  of  assembling  a 
quality  set,  or  a seasoned  individual  looking  to  specialize  or  invest  in 
a specific  series,  careful  pursuit  of  a thorough  grading  set  has  many 
potential  advantages. 

There's  no  telling  the  many  ways  someone  can  be  drawn  to  coin 
collecting.  Whether  through  nostalgia,  guidance  and  mentoring,  desire 
to  invest  or  just  plain  curiosity,  the  attraction  usually  begins  with  running 
across  some  old  coins.  Taking  the  commonsensical  approach  proposed 
by  Travers  above  is  undoubtedly  the  wisest  path.  But  soon,  a few  hours 
of  quiet  research  yields  enlightenment,  greater  curiosity  and  still,  no 
coins.  After  choosing  an  interesting  and  affordal)le  series,  it  is  time  to 
survey  the  marketplace  through  visiting  coin  shops  and  attending  club 
meetings  or  shows. 
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Viewing  as  many  coins  as  possible  from 
a plethora  of  sources  is  vital  to  develop  a 
discerning  palate  capable  of  determining 
competently  graded  coins  at  exceptional 
values.  Because  market  pricing  can  largely  be 
contingent  on  condition,  most  will  argue  the 
key  to  informed  coin  purchases  is  knowing  how 
to  grade.  In  more  precise  language,  learning 
to  grade  is  quantitatively  getting  to  know  how 
wear,  strike,  contact  marks,  cleaning,  toning 
and  tooling  affect  the  original  surfaces  or  mint 
luster  of  a coin.  Understanding  these  factors  is 
crucial  to  making  sound  coin  purchases. 

By  default,  applying  proper  grading  techniques  leads  to  the  power  to 
discern  better  values  in  the  numismatic  marketplace.  If  you  are  the 
type  of  person  that  needs  to  learn  through  acquisition-  the  one  who 
reluctantly  succumbs  to  impatience  and  must  take  the  shorter  road  to 
the  pride  of  ownership-  perhaps  building  your  own  reference  material 
is  the  best  answer  for  you.  Using  the  grading  set  as  a tool  or  stepping 
stone  into  your  numismatic  growth  can  be  key  in  securing  future  value 
within  your  coin  collection. 

One  long  term  benefit  of  an  evolving  assembly  of  correctly  graded 
coins  is  the  establishment  of  a readily  available  standard  from  which 
grading  skills  can  be  acquired  and  honed.  There  is  no  greater  way  to 
become  accustomed  to  the  surfaces  of  a coin  than  by  actually  seeing 
and  reviewing  them  firsthand.  Owning  coins  that  conservatively  and 
accurately  reflect  the  way  other  numismatists  are  evaluating  coins  in  the 
marketplace  enhances  the  physical  and  personal  value  of  a collection 
in  the  following  ways: 

1)  Breeds  a trained  eye.  Building  an  appealing,  evenly  matched 
complete  series  of  coins  may  require  a bit  of  diligence,  but  even  the 
pride  of  ownership  can  be  eclipsed  at  the  time  of  sale  when  better 
coins  were  purchased  at  low  valuations.

2)  Advances  numismatic  strengths.  Much  of  what  you  learn  about 
the  coining  process  and  factors  that  affect  the  surfaces  of  your  grading 
set  coins  are  fundamentals  that  can  be  applied  to  other  series.  Yes, 
copper  is  different  from  silver  is  different  from  gold,  but  coins  of 
all  metals  are  struck  from  dies,  shipped  in  bags  and  circulated  in 
commerce  by  people  who  weren't  considering  their  appeal  as  relics  of 
history.  Comprehending  the  basics  improves  your  entire  numismatic 
background  and  can  increase  your  appreciation  of  the  hobby. 

3)  Keeps  you  centered.  Not  everyone  likes  to  do  it,  but  circumstances 
can  lead  people  to  walk  away  from  the  hobby  for  awhile.  Like 
airing  up  the  tires  before  taking  out  the  bike  each  spring,  checking 
your  grading  set  and  reviewing  market  changes  after  a respite 
from  numismatics  permits  self-assurance  before  making  renewed 
purchases  or  selling  part  of  a collection. 

4)  Paves  the  way  to  confidence  when  buying  keys.  An  inexperienced 
buyer  with  a cursory  feel  for  grading  will  still  make  a good  investment 
with  a high  caliber  date  certified  by  one  of  the  "big  three"  third  party 
services,  right?  Maybe.  But  he  probably  stands  far  less  of  a chance 
than  someone  who  invested  the  time  to  gain  understanding.  "Buy 
the  coin  and  not  the  holder,"  a common  counsel  among  veterans  of 
the  bourse  floor,  expresses  the  fallible  human  element  found  even  in 
professional  analysts.  The  most  consistent  grading  professionals  will 
have  moments  where  they  yield  a soft  grade.  When  buying  certified 
coins,  someone  who  understands  how  eye  appeal  and  grading  relates 
to  fair  market  prices,  demand  and  scarcity  will  make  better  choices. 

Gaining  insight  from  accommodating  sources-  trustworthy  advanced 
hobbyists  and  dealers-  can  extend  invaluable  assistance  in  learning 
grading  standards.  Allow  curiosity  and  experience  to  lead  the  way,  but 
always  be  wary  when  unsure  and  open  to  correction  that  will  improve  your 
command  of  a series.  Thoughtfully  consider  that  grading  is  largely  opinion 
based  on  applying  written  and  photographed  standards  to  physical  material. 
Valuations  differ  depending  on  the  experience  and  interpretation  of  each 
individual.  Magnification-  usually 
a ten  power  loupe  or  equivalent 
lens-  and  proper  lighting  helps 
budding  hobbyists  translate  what 
they  have  studied  in  books  and 
pictures  into  an  artful  assessment 
of  each  coin.  When  conscientiously  pursued,  a grading  set  takes  on  a 
numismatic  life  of  its  own-  serving  as  a personal  measuring  stick  while 
becoming  an  unparalleled  tool  for  determining  quality  and  value. 
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Since  long-term  planning  for  completing  any  series  should  include 
deciding  what  price  range  is  most  affordable,  a meaningful  few  items 
might  cover  a narrow  cross-section  of  baseline  conditions.  Focusing 
on  a few  grades  within  a series-  perhaps  just  Very  Good,  Fine  and  Very 
Fine-  can  provide  reference  coins  displaying  a desired  eye  appeal  for 
a final  set  to  be  completed  in  the  future.  These  smaller  sets  can  be 
beneficial  since  they  are  easily  carried  to  coin  shops,  club  meetings 
or  shows  as  needed. 


Other  accumulations  can  be  more  precise  isolating  on  differences 
between  split  grades  (f12,  fl5,  vf20,  vf30,  etc.)  or  by  demonstrating 
differences  in  wear,  contact  marks  and  strike  for  a specific  year  and 
mint  mark.  Attention  to  detail  and  defining  minute  physical  differences

within  a series  can  grow  a novice  into  a respected  authority  in 
time-  ultimately  producing  the  ability  not  only  to  buy  with  greater 
confidence,  but  also  to  be  helpful  to  others. 

For  the  complex  grading  set  builder,  handling  as  many  coins  as  possible 
matures  the  collector  into  not  only  knowing  what  is  desirable,  but 
also  what  to  avoid.  Observing  many  examples  of  cleaning,  whizzing 
or  tooling  establishes  a foundation  for  avoiding  problem  pieces.  Time 
spent  constructing  a well-described  study  offers  a fair  shot  at  detecting 
counterfeits  as  well.  The  amount  of  coins  someone  views  imparts  just 
enough  "gut  feeling"  to  stay  away  from  pieces  that  have  the  wrong 
look  or  feel. 

Sometimes  an  assembly  of  properly  graded  coins 
can  become  rewarding  in  unexpected  ways. 
Astute  examination  of  each  specimen  combined 
with  knowledge  about  the  coining  process  can 
open  some  satisfying  doors  for  those  eager  to  find 
their  own  discoveries.  Further  inspection  may 
yield  minor  or  occasionally  rare  and  valuable 
die  varieties  after  a second  look. 

An  advanced  collector  may  develop  a grading  set  of  a favorite  variety  or  may  he 
surprised  by  attributing  grading  set  items  later  on. 


How  many  times  have  you  heard 
someone  say  wish  I could  find 
that  in  my  change,"  or  proclaim, 

"I  don't  have  that  Mind  of  luck 
searching  bargain  boxes..."  Some 
hobbyists  find  that  one  of  Jhe  best 
places  to  cherrypick  varieties  is  in 
their  own  collections.  I know  we'd 
all  like  to  find  our  first  '55  Doubled. 

Die  Lincoln  Cent  mixed  in  with  the 
Whitman  book  we  first  assembled 
as  kids.  NOT  likely  but  discovering 
repunched  dates  and  mintmarks  or 
minor  doubled  dies  in  your  grading 
set  is  a possibility.  An  example  of  this  1 853/4  Seated  Libert}^  Quarter 
might  be  filling  the  "Arrows  and  Rays"  slot  of  your  type  set. 
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Most  importantly,  countless  moments  agonizing  over  split  grades, 
weak  strikes,  problem  coins  and  repunched  dates  ultimately  builds 
the  backbone  necessary  to  make  sound  numismatic  decisions.  If  it 
is  true  that  knowledge  is  power,  then  experience  gives  the  ability  to 
wield  it.  It  really  is  more  than  buying  the  book: 

"How  much  is  it  worth  to  youf"  Kill  that  question  with  experience. 

"It  will  add  value  to  anyone's  collection,"  Don't  be  sold  a coin-  buy 
it  for  its  individual  merits. 

"So^  how  you  and  I grade  the  coin  may  be  a little  different^  but  what 
if  the  price  was  still  fair  to  you?"  Consider  this  carefully... 

Many  collectors  wrongfully  decide  to  walk  away  because  of  a 
disagreement  on  grade.  Some  coins  are  too  scarce  to  leave  on  the 
counter.  Others  have  a minimal  price  increase  from  one  grade  to  another. 
If  the  seller  makes  a favorable  enough  adjustment,  the  coin  may  become 
a good  value.  With  the  lessons  learned  from  studying  the  coining  process 
and  applying  current  standards  to  a well-assembled  grading  set,  your 
command  of  the  craft  can  render  the  insight  to  choose  wisely.

A grading  set  characterizes  numismatic  growth  while  developing 
judgement  skills  in  determining  grades  and  value.  To  recap: 

1 . A grading  set  is  an  evolving  tool  marking  demonstrative  personal 
growth  in  a series  over  a period  of  time. 

2.  Develops  a sense  of  eye  appeal  while  familiarizing  hobbyists  with 
the  coining  process,  scarcity  and  market  pricing. 

3.  Functions  as  a STANDARD  for  future  purchases. 

4.  Helps  to  set  a budget  and  determine  expectations  for  completion 
of  a series.  Provides  confidence  in  purchasing  key  date  coins. 

5.  Eventually  can  becomeasignificantaccomplishmentwith  increasing 
expertise.  A grading  set  grows  with  a collectors  experience.

AN  INCREDIBLE  FIND... 

AND  A CHANCE  TO  TALK  WITH  MY  GRANDPARENTS 

I think  it  is  cool  when  you  know  somebody  that  isn't  necessarily  a dealer 
that  has  coins.  If  you  have  just  started  collecting,  and  you  mention  that 
you  collect  coins,  there  are  a number  of  opportunities  opened  for  you.  I 
think  the  best  among  them  is  knowledge.  A lot  of  people  have  inherited 
coins  through  their  family  and  don't  know  anything  about  them.  The 
best  feeling  in  the  world  is  teaching  a person  older  than  you  about  his 
or  her  coins.  Being  a kid  and  all,  I can't  afford  gold  coins  or  rare  coins, 
but  through  people  that  I know  that  may  have  these  coins,  I can  acquire 
knowledge  about  them.  The  Red  Book  is  an  excellent  source  of  general 
coin  information.  In  one  instance,  I had  just  started  collecting  coins  and 
my  grandma  and  grandpa  told  me  they  had  some  coins.  1 went  over  to 
their  house  and  in  a safe  were  some  coins  and  paper  money.  It  turned 
out  that  they  had  a number  of  1953  five-dollar  silver  certificates,  a 
quarter  eagle  (gold),  and  a Carson  City  Morgan  dol  lar.  They  didn't  even 
know  that  they  had  most  of  these  coins-  let  alone  their  value.  We  spent 
literally  hours  looking  and  talking  about  the  coins.  After  learning  of  the 
coins'  values,  we  put  a number  of  them  in  flips  and  cases. 

Another  instance  was  when  1 was  up  in  Chicago  visiting  my  other 
grandfather.  He  collects,  fixes,  and  loves  clocks.  He  can  tell  you 
anything  you  need  to  know  about  clocks.  Apparently,  he  also  had 
some  coins,  too.  You  see,  when  my  great  grandfather  passed  away,  a 
little  while  later  the  bank  called  my  grandfather  and  asked  him  what 
he  wanted  to  do  with  these  nine  lock  boxes...  He  didn't  know  what 
the  bank  was  talking  about.  Apparently,  my  great  grandfather  had 
his  coins  in  these  boxes.  So,  when  1 went  and  visited  him,  he  took 
out  his  coins  and  I got  a good  look  at  them.  The  Red  Book  came  in 
handy  again.  He  had  a lot  of  gold:  five,  ten,  and  twenty  dollar  gold 
pieces.  He  also  had  a lot  of  commemorative  gold,  but  what  I thought 
was  the  coolest  wasn't  in  the  gold.  He  had  an  old  mint  bag  with  all 
sorts  of  coins  in  it,  including  proof  sets.  He  had  two  very  early  proof 
sets:  a 1939  and  a 1941  in  Capital  plastic  holders.  1 had  never  seen 
an  early  proof  set  and  I was  fascinated.  What  interested  me  the  most 
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was  seeing  a proof  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar.  I was  expecting  to 
see  Franklin  Half  Dollars,  but  when  I saw  the  1939  half,  it  was  just 
beautiful.  He  also  had  a lot  of  proof  sets  in  envelopes,  unfortunately 
opened,  but  those  are  also  a great  piece  of  history.  When  appraised, 
the  1941  proof  set  turned  out  to  be  cleaned,  but  the  collection  as  a 
whole  was  a great  find. 

So  as  you  continue  to  collect  coins,  also  take  the  time  to  talk  with 
family  and  friends  as  well.  You  might  find  that  you  can  collect  as  many 
memories  as  coins  before  you  are  done. 
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This  is  an  unusual  paragraph.  I'm  curious  as  to  just  how  quickly  you  can  find  out  what  is  so 
unusual  about  it.  It  looks  so  ordinary  and  plain  that  you  think  nothing  was  wrong  with  it.  In 
fact,  nothing  is  wrong  with  it!  It  is  highly  unusual  though.  Study  it  and  think  about  it,  but  you 
still  may  not  find  anything  odd.  But  if  you  work  at  it  a bit,  you  might  find  out.  Try  to  do  so 
without  any  coaching.

ROLL  CALL
